Claim Refections - 35 USC §102 

1. Tke following is a quotation of tke appropriate paragrapks of 35 U.S.C. 102 tkat form 
tke Dasis for tke rejections under tkis section made in tkis Office action:

(t) tke invention was patented or descrited in a printed puLlication in tkis or a foreign country or in putlic use or on 
sale in tkis country, more tkan one year prior to tke date of application for patent in tke United States. 

2. Claims 1 & 3-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(13) as teing anticipated ty DE 
3505269 to Bucking et al. (kerein referred to as "Bucking"). 

Bucking teackes a composition tkat comprises a compound of formiJa I wkick is 
emkraced Ly tke instantly recited compound of formula 1. Tke composition contains at least 
1% of tke compound. Wkile it is noted tkat tke Bucking composition is not directed to a 
deodorant composition or kair cosmetic composition, a recitation of tke intended use of tke 
claimed invention must result in a structural difference ketween tke claimed invention and tke 
prior art in order to patentakly distinguisk tke claimed invention from tke prior art. if tke prior 
art structure is capakle of performing tke intended use, tken it meets tke claim. Products of 
identical ckemical composition cannot kave mutually exclusive properties. A ckemical 
composition and its properties are inseparakle. Tkerefore, if tke prior art teackes tke identical 
ckemical structure, tke properties appkcant discloses and/or claims are necessarily present. See
